4. Analysis el tee flight test ran by SAC at Barksdale does indicate 
that tee color film tested on 12 October is, in fact* superior in quality to 
teat initially obtained on 6 September. Eastman Kodak representatives were 
pr es ent at Barksdale and assisted in the SAC color film tests. 

CONCLUSIONS: 

% fit appear s teat tee reason for SAC performing tee color tests 
over Tennessee instead of flying the first mission over Cuba was due to mis- 
understanding among NRG, JRC, and SAC at Barksdale — and possibly 
Kastman Kodak* It is unfortunate that we are unable to obtain the specific 
instruction* from JRC to SAC at Barksdale concerning the employment of 
tee color film which they received initially. 

6* For your information at tee present time there are two 500 feet 
color rolls and two 1800 lost color rolls on hand now at Barkedalo. Present 
In di c a tions are that SAC intends to employ tee color film tomorrow over 
Cuba.
